The U.S. Narcotics Bureau yesterday warned Fulton and De- 


Kalb County pharmacists that the issuing of narcotics prescriptions | 
‘has gotten out of hand’ 


on telephone orders 

An agent making a spot check 
of retail drugstores in the area 
found evidence that the practice 
has become widespread, T. W. 
McGeever, district bureau super- 
Visor, said. 

Copies of orders on unsigned 
prescripton blanks were found, he 
said, indicating narcotics had been 
dispensed at the request of doc- 
tors by telephone. 


‘It was the intention of the 


druggist to send these unsigned 


prescriptions to the physicians 
for their signatures,’’ McGeever 
explained. 

FEDERAL LAW 


The federal narcotics law of 1916 
expressly prohibits dispensing 
narcotics without a signed pre- 
scription, he said, and persisting 
violations will be brought to the 
attention of the U.S. district at- 
torney. 

In the wake of McGeever’'s 
warning, a spokesman for the 
Fulton County Medical Society 
said he believed doctors would 
dislike seeing the law so rigidly 
enforced, especially in view of 
the fact that doctors do not abuse 
the law.
